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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 13-28 are pending. 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, 
including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this 
application after final rejection.

3. Claims 13-18 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The prior art teaches a firewall blocking certain 
types of communications and allowing other types of requests 
(see Shrikhande US 6721890 column 1), but fails to teach the 
specific firewall as presently claimed. Specifically the prior 
art fails to teach a firewall the only allows recovery requests 
from the public web server to the private web server, where the 
recovery requests are used to generate new safe web files, which 
are returned to the public server through the firewall. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee and, to 
avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
